ASHERS FORK, Ky. (AP) — 
Rescue teams, working through 
the night in a futile attempt to 
rescue three miners trapped by 
a coal mine cave-in, located 
their bodies early today. 
State Mining Inspector Ever­ 
ett Bartlett said it would be at 
least four to five hours before 
the bodies could be freed from 
the rubble at the Hilniar Coal 
Co. site in the remote Eastern 
Kentucky mountains. He said 
no identification had been made 
of the victims. 
Trapped behind a wall of 
rock and debris when the 
mine’s roof gave way in mid­ 
afternoon Friday were Frankie 
Gibson, Ernest Harris and Os­ 
car Saylor. Three other miners 
escaped with minor injuries 
and a fourth man escaped un­ 
harmed.

Formosa May 
Be Major One 
HONG KONG (AP) — The 
diplomats here who form the 
West’s eyes and ears on China 
look on President Nixon’s pros­ 
pective trip to Peking as a 
breakthrough in easing world 
tension. But they warn against 
undue optimism. 
In general, these diplomats 
agreed that a new' era in U.S.- 
China relations actually began 
with the secret visit of Nixon’s 
adviser, Henry A. Kissinger, to 
Peking last weekend. 
Most took note that Nixon’s 
announcement said the U.S. ac­ 
tion would “not be at the ex­ 
pense of our old friends’’—seen 
here as an obvious reference to 
support the United States has 
given the Nationalist Chinese 
government ever since it~was 
driven from China to the island 
of Formosa. 
“Taipei is the real crux, not 
the Vietnam war, in U.S.-China 
relations,’’ said a China analyst 
in an Asian Consulate General. 
“Both the United States and 
China undoubtedly would like 
better relations and an easing 
of tensions,” added a European 
specialist." But how are they 
going to solve the problem of 
Formosa.” 
“The 
United 
States 
has 
pleged support to the Nation­ 
alists. Peking has repeatedly 
said there can be no friendly 
relations with America so long 
as America supports the Na­ 
tionalists.” 
Western specialists here ex­ 
pressed the belief that Peking 
sees itself as gaining a victory 
in the contest for world recog­ 
nition within a relatively short 
time, regardless of American 
position or opposition. 
And so, this group asks, why 
should Communist China at this 
time, when it sees the progress 
it has made despite U.S. oppo­ 
sition, see any great need for 
weakening its past inflexible 
position on Formosa.

Soviet Bloc Raps N ixon’s 
China Visit; Russia Mum

Hungarian and Polish news­ 
papers, registering the first So­ 
viet-bloc reaction to President 
Nixon’s planned trip to Commu­ 
nist China, have called it 
“baseball diplomacy” and a 
“shocking somersault.” 
But the Soviet Union, in the 
midst of a bitter ideological 
feud with Peking, has kept si­ 
lent on the subject. 
The semi-official Cairo news­ 
paper A1 Ahram said it was “a 
very grave development in the 
international balance of pow­ 
er.’’ 
Budapest’s Esti Hirlap Fri­ 
day labeled Nixon's .decision 


“baseball diplomacy,” adding 
that “the development promis­ 
es little good for the inter­ 
national scene at this stage. It 
is rather likely to induce fresh 
complications.” 
In Warsaw, an evening news­ 
paper said the planned trip was 
“a shocking somersault by Pek­ 
ing and, if you wish, Washing­ 
ton.” 
Despite an official Egyptian 
silence, all the Cairo dailies 
bannered the story.

As the two 
lines used supervisory employ­ 
es to meet commitments on 
freight deliveries, other rail­ 
roads put new work rules into 
Typhoon Slows 
War In Vietnam 
SAIGON (AP) — Typhoon 
Jean headed toward Hanoi to­ 
day after - lashing South Viet­ 
nam’s northern coast with rains 
and heavy winds and bringing 
military operations to a stand­ 
still. 
The U.S. Command reported 
that there were no B52 bombing 
raids in the northern quarter of 
South Vietnam during the 24- 
hour period ending at noon to­ 
day. Instead the giant bombers 
normally assigned targets over 
South Vietnam were diverted to 
attack Hanoi’s Ho Chi Minh 
trail supply network in Laos. 
Typhoon Jean is the third 
storm in two weeks to hammer

coast, contributing to a general 
lull in war action that has pre­ 
vailed across the country.

The man's head was in 
a noose and death apparently 
was due to strangulation, police 
said.

cades, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban said “sooner or lat­ 
er this logic” of face-to-face 
meetings “will prevail in our 
area.” 
Foreign Minister Tran Van 
Lam of South Vietnam said his 
government welcomes “all in­ 
itiatives by all leaders of the 
world who are trying to norma­ 
lize relations . . . ” 
He acknowledged that with­ 
out the cooperation of Red 
China, it would be “difficult to 
establish peace in this part of 
the world. It’s hard to forget 
this nation of 700 million 
people.” 
Perhaps the strongest opposi­ 
tion in Asia to the Nixon trip 
was from supporters of Nation­ 
alist China, such as Hong 
Kong’s newspaper Shih Pao. 
“We are greatly shocked and 
cannot repress our utmost ang­ 
er," it editorialized, “A new 
Munich situation will appear in 
Asia . . . it will only lead to a 
new war . . . 
“We believe the Kremlin’s 
shock is as great as ours,” Shih 
Pao added. “This action of the 
American government discards 
and betrays faith and will re­ 
sult in disadvantage for all 
countries and people that are 
under the threat of the Chinese 
Communists.” 
Despite the official silence 
from Moscow, diplomats specu­ 
lated that the Soviet Union was 
not at all pleased with a renew­ 
al of relations between the 
United States and China, with 
whom Russia has been em­ 
broiled in a bitter ideological 
dispute for some years. 
Most western nations greeted 
the Nixon announcement warm- 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
ly, including those in the North 
Former French premier and 
F o r e i g n Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville wrote in to­ 
day’s Le Figaro that Nixon’s 
decision was “logical and nor­ 
mal” and raises the possi­ 
bilities of a Vietnam settlement 
and "the upsetting of the Pacif­ 
ic area equilibrium ..

Texas Declared 
An Emergency 


“ AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — An 
epidemic of sleeping sickness 
among horses, described as a 
national emergency by Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Clifford M. 
Hardin, appears to be spread­ 
ing deeper into Texas. 
The disease, called Venezue­ 
lan 
equine 
encephalomyelitis 
(VEE) jumped the border after 
progressing from South Amer­ 
ica northward through Mexico, 
and is blamed for killing 200 
animals in this state’s Lower 
Rio Grande Valley. 
In appraising the situation, 
Hardin said in Washington on 
Friday that his department will 
spend whatever it takes to com­ 
bat the malady. Major weapons 
being used in defense of 500,000 
or more horses in Texas are a 
vaccine supplied by the govern­ 
ment 
and 
aerial 
spraying 
a g a i n s t 
mosquitoes 
which 
spread VEE. 
While the disease nearly al­ 
ways 
kills 
horses, 
human 
beings who contract it usually 
recover. 
A 
6-year-old 
girl 
died 
Wednesday at Wilford Ha.ll Air 
Force Medical Center in San 
Antonio from what was 
be­ 
lieved to be a form of encepha­ 
lomyelitis. A spokesman said 
tests for VEE were being made 
but it was unlikely that variety 
caused her death.

Dennis Backs Nixon’s Effort 
To Curb Foreign Narcotics 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Con­ 
gressman David W. Dennis (R- 
Ind.) co-sponsored introduction 
of a resolution Tuesday to give 
President Nixon Congressional 
backing in his efforts to use eco­ 
nomic and diplomatic pressure 
on nations which are the sources 
of illegal opium. 
The resolution, to be acted 
upon in both Capitol chambers, 
warns that if action is not taken 
within a reasonable time to stop 
the production and illegal traffic 
of opium and its derivatives by 
other nations of the world, Con­ 
gress will take appropriate uni­ 
lateral action. 
Rep. Dennis said drug addic­ 
tion in this country is “becom­ 
ing more and more alarming all 
the time; it seems there is no 
leveling off. Many of us here in 
Congress feel that it is a crisis 
that demands whatever action is 
necessary. 
“ if that means cutting off 
money and supplies to some 
countries to get the job done, 


then that is what we must do.” 
One bill is already pending 
that would cut off economic and 
military aid to non-cooperating 
countries. Dennis is a co-spon­ 
sor of that proposal also. 
The resolution requests that 
the President exercise all eco­ 
nomic and diplomatic pressures 
he can to encourage other na­ 
tions to honor their international 
treaty obligations and take ac­ 
tion to stop the production and 
illegal traffic in opium and its 
derivatives. 
It further asks that other na­ 
tions contribute to the United 
Nations Special Fund for Drug 
Abuse Control and that the In­ 
ternational 
Narcotic 
Control 
Board be given the power to 
limit production and trafficking 
of opium throughout the world. 
The 
resolution 
states 
that 
there are approximately 250,000 
heroin addicts in the U. S. and 
30,000 to 40,000 addicts among 
U. S. troops in Southeast Asia.

There’s a 
steady job waiting for you with 
the New England Patriots with 
Joe Kapp apparently out of the 
picture. 
Plunkett, Stanford’s Heisman 
Trophy winner and the No. 1 
choice in the National Football 
League draft, signed with the 
Patriots Thursday, then found 
himself a probable starter less 
than 24 hours later.

Bowl berth while playing out 
his option in 1969. packed his 
bags 
and 
left 
the 
Patriots’ 
training camp at the University 
of Massachusetts in Amherst 
late Friday. 
Reportedly 
working 
on 
a 
three-year 
$500,000 
contract 
with the Patriots, Kapp was set 
down by 
NFL Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle. The commission­ 
er ruled that Kapp cannot even 
work out with the club until he 
signs a standard player’s con­ 
tract. 
Kapp said he refused to sign 
such a contract on the advice 
of his attorney, John Elliott 
Cook of San Francisco. He re­ 
fused to say why. So did Cook. 
Kapp 
reportedly 
sought 
a 
five-year, $1.25 million contract 
from the Vikings last year. He 
came to the Patriots as a free 
agent, with the Vikings getting 
safety John Charles and a 1972 
draft choice as compensation.

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GREENSBURG SHOULD BE 
RILEY STOP 
Beginning on July 12, it was possible 
for railroad travelers to have an alter­ 
nate route from W ashington, D. C., to 
Chicago. 
Previously, the only route between the 
nation’s capital city and the Illinois me­ 
tropolis was via Harrisburg, Pa., where 
the train joined the Broadway Limited 
out of New York City. 
The new route provided by the Nation­ 
al Rail Passenger Corporation allows 
passengers from W ashington, D. C., to 
take a train to Charlottesville, Va. After 
joining the Norfolk to Cincinnati, they 
can stay on the George Washington 
train, while their car is connected with 
the James Whitcomb Riley for the Cin- 
cinnati-Chicago run. 
According to estimates, the change will 
save Amtrak more than $300,000, mostly 
in station costs and reduced train han ­ 
dling at Cincinnati. 
Not only should the change save rail­ 
road operational costs but the alternate 
route should stim ulate passenger rail 
traffic. 
Currently, the James Whitcomb Riley 
as it now passes through Greensburg is 
only a skeleton of its former self. 
Upkeep in recent years has been 
faulty, certainly as contrasted with air 
transportation. It must be admitted th at 
the National Rail Passenger Corporation 
has a monumental task in train restora­ 
tion. 
Between Cincinnati and Chicago, the 
Riley now stops only at Indianapolis, 
Lafayette and Kankakee. These can be 
considered as strategic stops. 
It can be pointed out th at Lafayette is 
about half-way between Indianapolis and 
Chicago and that Kankakee has about 
a similar status in respect to Lafayette 
and Chicago. 
Admitted that Greensburg with a little 
less than 10,000 in population, counting 
the fringe areas, is not a sizable city, it 
can be pointed out th at this city has a 
strategic location. 
Greensburg is located about mid-dis­ 
tance between Cincinnati and Indianap­ 
olis. If a Lafayette stop is feasible, why 
not one at Greensburg? 
In fact, a stop at Greensburg would 
serve Hoosiers in a wide area. This would 
make The Riley accessible for potential 
passenger patrons from an im portant 
segment of Southeastern Indiana as well 
as Columbus, North Vernon, Conners- 
ville, Rushville, and Shelbyville. Many 
would prefer to park their cars at Greens­ 
burg rather than at Indianapolis or Cin­ 
cinnati. Individuals with a health handi­ 
cap prefer a passenger train to other 
forms of transportation. 
If mid-distance between large cities is 
a m easuring stick in governing stops by 
The James Whitcomb Riley, Greensburg 
would most certainly qualify. Likewise, 
passenger traffic would increase at very 
little inconvenience to the rail operation.

A quiet Christian who seldom missed a 
church service had a habit of dropping 
by the church office on pay day and 
leaving his tithe.

“Will a man rob God?” This searching 
question comes from God Himself. “Ye 
have robbed me in tithes and offerings,” 
He declared. (Mai. 3:8). And the ques­ 
tion, as well as the answer, is valid for 
New Testam ent times. Jesus substanti­ 
ated this in His denunciation of the 
legalism of the scribes and Pharisees. 
If our members would be faithful to 
their churches in systematic sharing of 
their prosperity, every church would be 
properly funded for attending to the 
work of God’s kingdom. Each of us m ust 
develop our sense of stewardship. We 
need to feel that in our giving we are co- 
workers with God for accomplishing His 
purpose. 
The tithing system is fair to all. It does 
not exact too much from the poor, nor 
does it let the rich m an off easy. “Accord­ 
ing as God hath prospered him,” is to be 
the m easure of a m an’s giving, says the 
Word of God.

No Blame Fixed 
In Collision 
Fatal To Ten 


JEFFERSONVILLE, 
Ind. 
(AP) — With a 7-year-old girl 
the only survivor in a 10-death 
auto crash, there is no reason 
to fix blame or pursue a crim­ 
inal investigation, the coroner 
of Clark County said Friday 
night. 
Coroner Edwin Coots Sr. con­ 
ducted an inquest into the two- 
car collision that killed five 
members of an Indiana family 
and five Louisville, Ky., resi­ 
dents July 4 on Interstate 65. 
State police said the crash 
occurred in the northbound lane 
of the highway in Clarksville 
when the Kentucky auto crossed 
the median and collided, with 
the auto driven by the Rev. 
Prentice E. Willen of Shirley, 
Ind. 
Killed were his wife, two chil­ 
dren and 
mother along with 
two Louisville couples and the 
son of one couple. 
“Both drivers are dead. What 
good would it do” to fix the 
blame, Coots said after a 45- 
minute inquest in Jeffersonville 
Friday night. Coots conducts a 
formal inquest into every death 
in the county. 
Among the five witnesses who 
testified was Joseph Sewell, 19, 
Louisville, 
a passenger in a 
southbound car passed by the 
Kentucky car, a Pontiac, just 
before the collision. 
Sewell said the Pontiac was 
swerving as it passed and add­ 
ed, “I thought a tire went out 
but I really couldn’t say.” 
Sewell’s driver, James Alli­ 
son, 20, Louisville, said he was 
in the left lane, or passing lane, 
of the divided interstate when 
the Pontiac passed on the right. 
Allison estimated his speed at 
65 miles an hour and said he 
thought the Pontiac was going 
75. 
Coots was asked after the 
hearing why no report on blood 
samples had been entered. He 
said he hadn’t received an anal­ 
ysis from the state police lab­ 
oratory. Coots added it will take 
some time before the report 
comes back and he expects it 
will go to the area state police 
office. 
The survivor, Pamela Jones, 
is hospitalized in Jeffersonville, 
and Coots said he saw no need 
to take a statement from her 
because she has no knowledge 
of what happened.

ruled 
the 
10 
deaths were accidental, result- 
in from 
injuries 
suffered in 
the collision of two cars. He 
said it was impossible to de­ 
termine where mechanical fail­ 
ure was a factor because both 
vehicles were damaged totally.
